ly conspire against Yugo-

through Sept. 11,1976, they 

made or attempted 17 at- 
tacks of subversion of ter- 
rorism within the U.S. alone, 

On the night of Jan. 29, 
1967, time bombs were 
planted simultaneously at 
six Yugoslav diplomatie or 
consular missions in the U.S, 
and Canada—in Washington, 
New York, Chicago, San 
Francisco, Ottawa and To- 
ronto, The perpetrators 
were caught and brought to 
court, but were acquitted 
оп lack of evidence. 

Six years later, on July 
4, 1973, the shop window 
of a Cleveland store selling 
Yugoslav newspapers, books 
and other goods was shat- 
tered, Joza Misetic, Milan 
Butina and Petar Perun, 
leader of the three, all of 
them extremist emigres, 
were caught by police in the.

there ón. condition that the 
five biggest U.S, newspapers 
апу thelr communique in 


which they attacked Yugo- 
slavia and demanded the res- 
toration of the independent 
state of Croatia, a Nazi pup- 
pet state formed in occupied 
Yugoslavia during World 
War II in which the ustashis 
were the Croatian quislings 
put in power by. the Nazi 


bomb at а railroad station 
in New York together with 
their communique. А U.S. 
policeman was killed and 
another three were seriously 
injured while trying to de- 
fuse the mine. Our police 
are well equipped to cope 
with all.kinds of terrorism 
and able to take effective 
at it. Michael 
Codd, Police Commissioner

by various restrictions,”
